Boston, Feb. 2.—A northeast snow­ 
storm which set in Sunday and raged 
until last evening completely paralyzed 
all branches of business, and streetcar 
and steam railroad traffic and for a 
time shnt off the city from communica­ 
tion by wire with all places outside the 
limits of Boston. The storm wa* the j uo^ 
most severe this city has experienced iii 
25 years, and cost the loss of several 
lives, beside* doing a money damage of 
hundreds of thousand dollars. 
The snow clung to the poles and 
wires, and, aided by a wind blowing at 
a rate of 50 miles an hoar, prostrated all 
telephone and telegraph lines out of tho 
city. More than half the electric light* 
of the city were rendered useless, aud 
in the suburban towns the fire alarm 
service was crippled. 
In Newton, brokeu 
wires falling 
across others started fire in the electric 
room of 
the 
elegant residence of 
Charles J. Travellis, the wealthy Pitts­ 
burg steel manufacturer, and in two 
hours nothing remained of the house 
but ashes.

W asiiinotos, Feb. 2.—The condition 
in the senate respecting the Hawaiian 
annexation treaty has greatly improved 
and the friends of the treaty, including 
Senator Davis, chairman of the foreign 
relations committee, are confident that 
OO se ria tore, whose votes are necessary 
for a two-thirds majority, w ill vote for 
ratification. Confidence in the changed 
condition is found in the determination 
of the friends of ratification to press 
forward the treaty to a final vote. This 
feeling was shown when the proceed­ 
ings of the senate on the treaty in ex­ 
ecutive session yesterday were opened. 
Senator Thurston made a motion for 
the postponement of farther considera­ 
tion of the treaty until the 1st of March. 
The motion was not discussed at length, 
and was voted down viva voce. 
Senator Piatt, (Conn.) opened the de­ 
viate with a carefully arranged argu­ 
ment in favor of annexation. 
Ho spoke 
for about aa hour aud a half aud dwelt 
particularly upon the importance of the 
acquisition of the islands from a com­ 
mercial point of view. 
Senator White of California spoke in 
opposition to the ratification of the 
treaty. 
His was in the main a consti­ 
tutional argument intended to show 
that the annexation of territory which 
would require a navy to defend it had 
been from the beginning opposed to our 
theory of government. 
He quoted ex­ 
tensively from the works of Thomas 
Jefferson to show that he bad never 
contemplated the acquisition of territory 
situated, as were the Sandwich islands, 
where a fleet would be necessary to 
their preservation. 
This remark did 
not, however, apply to Cuba which was 
go near oar own coast that no navy 
would be necessary to IU control and 
protection. 
Mr. White read liberal extracts from 
Mr. Sherman’s book in which the secre­ 
tary dwells upon the unwisdom of mak­ 
ing the is aud* a part of the United 
States and he laid special stress upon 
the secretary *• remarks in the latter 
part of his book to the effect that be 
iioped there would be no further effort 
to annex the islands during Lls lifetime.

W a sin k o to if, Fob. 2.— The condition 
in tho senate respecting the Hawaiian 
annexation treaty has greatly improved 
and tho friends of the treaty, including 
Senator Davis, chairman of the foreign 
relations committee, are confident that 
OO senators, whose votes are necessary 
National Bank. I for A tw o thirds majority, will vote for 
1 ratification. Confidence in the changed 
condition is found in the determination 
of the friends of ratification to press 
forward the treaty to a final vote. Thin 
feeling was shown when the proceed­ 
ings of the senate on the treaty in ex­ 
ecutive session yesterday were opened. 
Senator Thurston made a motion for 
the postponement of farther considera­ 
tion of the treaty until the 1st of March. 
The motion was not discussed at length, 
and was voted down viva voce. 
Senator Platt, (Conn.) opened the de­ 
bate with a carefully arranged argu­ 
ment in favor of annexation. 
Ho spoke 
for about an hour and a half and dwelt 
particularly upon tim importance of tho 
aoqnisntiott of the islands from a com­ 
mercial point of view 


D ill Introduced lo the K entucky Logia- 
t are—IIM a Poolroom Clause. 
Lexington, Ky., Feb. 3.—While the 
exact reading of Senator Broil stoa'a rac­ 
ing bill is yet unknown to Lexington 
turfmen, tho mere mention that he had 
introduced in the general assembly at 
Frankfort a measure which provides for 
a limit of 15 days per meeting, two 
meetings on each track each year, and 
further for the imprisonment in the pen­ 
itentiary for a term not less than one 
nor mow than five yearn, of poolroom 
operators, occasioned much discussion 
in the places where turfmen resort. The 
general opinion is that tho measure 
should be adopted, that it will be bene­ 
ficial to the turf, the cry all along hav­ 
ing been *'too much racing.”

C o v in g to n , Ky., Feb. 2.—Judge Tar- 
vin, who was one of the candidates for 
elector-at-la»ge in Kentucky on

Bryan ticket in 1896. has handed down 
a decision in which he refused to grant

casion to state that such injunctions 
should not be granted indiscriminately 
before the rn *rits of the case are heard.

RECOVERED HER DIAMONDS. 


Senator W hite of California spoke in 
opposition to the ratification of the 
treaty. 
His was in the main a consti­ 
tutional argum ent intended to show 
that the annexation of territory which 
would require a navy to defend it had 
been from the beginning opposed to our 
theory of government. 
He quoted ex­ 
tensively from the works of Thomas 
Jefferson to show that he hail never 
contemplated the acquisition of territory 
situated, as were the Sandwich islands, 
where a fleet would be necessary to 
their pry serval lim. 
This remark did 
not, however, apply to Cuba which was 
so near our own coost that no navy 
would be necessary to its control and 
protection. 
Mr. White read liberal extracts from 
Mr. Sherman's book rn which th*1 secre­ 
tary dwells upon the unwisdom of mak­ 
ing the inlands a part of the United 
States and he laid special stress upon 
the secretary's remark!* in the latter 
part of his book to the effect that he 
hoped there would lie no farther effort 
to annex the islands during his lifetime. 
Senator W hite had not concluded bit 
argument when the sonata adjourned.

Huston Was W ithout a Single T elegraph 


W ire — Heavy F all of Snow Im New 
York *— Firem en Use Sleigh* In 
A nswering C alls—Houses I n­ 
lier th* Snow In Maine. 


B o sto n , Feb. 2.—A northeast snow­ 
storm which set in Sunday and raged. 
until last evening completely paralysed 
all branches of business, and streetcar 
and steam railroad traffic and for a 
time shot off the city from communica­ 
tion by wire with all places outside the 
limits of Boston. 
The storm was the 
most severe this city has experienced in 
25 years, and cost the loss of several 
lives, besides doing a money dama;;o of 
hundreds of thousand dollars. 
The snow clung to the poles and 
wires, and, aided by a wind blowing at 
a rate of 50 miles an hour, prostrated all 
telephone and telegraph linos out of tho 
city. 
More than half the electric lights 
of the city were rendered useless, and 
in tho suburban towns the fire alarm 
service was crippled. 
In Newton, 
brokeu 
wires falling 
across others started fire in the electric 
room of 
the 
elegant 
residence of 
Charles J. Travellis, the wealthy Pitts­ 
burg steel manufacturer, and in two 
hours nothing remained of the house 
but ashes. 
Mr. Travellis’ family es­ 
caped in their nignt clothes without I yen™ 
saving anything. 
The loss amounts 
to about $100,000. 
The 
big 
three 
masted schooner, 
Charles T. Briggs, of Bath, Me., coal 
laden, was lashed to nieces on the N a­ 
hant coast and it is believed her crew 
of eight men perished. 
The body of 
one of the crew has been recovered. 
Railroad tracks were not only blocked 
with snow, but masses of broken poles 
and wires scattered over the roads were 
encountered at many points. Last night 
the few trains run were runuiug w ith­ 
out a telegraph service. 
The city and suburb# arc covered 
with broken poles and tangled wires. 
Many horses were killed in the streets 
by stepping upon tho ends of telephone 
wires which bad fallen across the trol­ 
ley wires. 
Last night the situation as­ 
sumed such a dangerous aspect that 
Mayor Quincy ordered that none of the 
electric lights bo turned on except rn 
districts where the wires are under­ 
ground. 
Not a single telegraph wire oat of 
Boston was in operation yesterday, and 
th© telephone wires were in almost as 
bad condition. 
Shipping in the harbor was damaged 
greatly and it is feared that many dis­ 
asters to coast shipping will be reported 
when telegraphic communication is re­ 
stored. 
The center of the storm appeared to 
be in the vicinity of New Bedford, and 
the bruut of it fell cai Boston and terri­ 
tory within a radius of 15 or 20 miles.
